Bnai Jury TbrMtnit to ntfet TlMtl 

Court If Weed* Alonff Flkes Are 
Not Cut I'nder State Law. 



The Fayette county grand Jury fl 
going to Indict the Fayette flioal court 

At least, that was ilie threat made to 
County Judge F. A. Bullock. The 
cause of the grand jury's Ire Is the 
abundant growth of weeds along the 
country roads. Sucli a condition, It 
was pointed out, Is a direct violation 
of section 2, chapter 1G9 Kentucky 
Road Laws, which reads hh foUowH: 

"The brush, bushes, weeds, over- 
hanging limbs of trees and all other 
Obttruotions along the highways of 
tha aavoral countlei of this commou- 
waaltb are to be removed there from 
between the first day of July and the 
twanUeth day of Auguat of every 
yaar. 

Section 3 provides that every per- 
aon who violates the provlsloi) of this 
act by failure to perform the duties 
as required shall, on convlotlon, be 
fined in the sum of not less than tSO 
and not more than $60. 

The county road engineer is re- 
quired to publish a notice to this ef- 
fect, which he did. liut the weeds are 
still tall and uncut— at least that la 
the grand Jury's allegation. 

If affairs get any worse. It was 
stated the magistrates would have 
several farmers In their courts to un- 
•wer for their flagrant vlolailon of 
the law, which no one seemed to know 
anything about until the grand jury 
got busy. 

Judge Bullock says the law provides 
the weeds must be cut before August 
20, whioh allows some time yet, al- 
though no Btepa have been taken. 

In Mason county the attention that 
should b« given this very necessary 
work haa not been given It but our 
tarmers have been entirely too busy 
In their crops. It Is expected how- 
•ver, that all weeds and brush will be 
removed before August 20.

Figuring on the numlMr of students 
found In a special oeiadt taken this 
year over the number of students re- 
ported to the state last year, the city 
schools have gained the sum of $689.30 
which they would not ^ave had if the 
special census had been taken. 

This was not the regular year for 
the taking of the school census and 
ordinarily It would have not been 
taken but Superintendent Capllngcr 
saw that cllv finances would probably 
he low and felt tliat there had been an 
increase in the school population and 
elected to take the special census.

ISSUED BY VIEALTH 
BaARD SECRETARY 



Dr. XeCeraaek AArlsea Kentucky to 
tntm For Seeoad "Fla" EpU 
4Mile— Beeoauieiida 
iBoenlatioii. 

Lexington, Ky., July 18.— There will 
be 9,000 or 10,000 deaths from' Influ- 
ensa In this State this fall unless Ken- 
tuckians take proper precautions to 
ward off the disease throut;li inocula- 
tion, Dr. A. T. Mcrorinack, of the 
Kentucky State Hoard of Health, de- 
clared In an address before the Red 
Cross Institute In the University of 
Kentucky Tuesday. 

Or. .McCormack said he feara an- 
other epidemic. 

"Kvery person In the State should 
bo Inoculated In the last two weeks 
of August and the first part of Sep- 
tember, and if this Is done there will 
be little likelihood of the epidemic re- 
curring" he said. 

nr. McCormack said 300,000 persons 
were Inoculated in 1918, and that only 
three died from Influensa or pneu- 
monia. 

The usual death rate in Kentucky 
Is 4,000, he said, but in 1918 there 
were 16,000 deaths.' 

He also advised the creation of 
county health departments, In charge 
of trained doctors, who will devote 
their entire time to this work. 

The purpose of the State Health 
Hoard, he said, is not merely to mul- 
tiply the county ollices. but to place 
men in cliarKe of the county who 
hnve proved they can really econom- 
ically and effectively reduce the sick 
ind death rate In that county. 

The Red Cross course is being given 
It tlie university to train nurses for 
duty should there be an outbreak. 
The luck of nurses to help during the 
infiuenza epidemic last fall cost many 
lives In Kentucky, It Is held.

KIN08 DETHRONED FOR LESS 

The following stulmunl ly United States Senator AJbert B. 
Pall was given out tlnougli tlu' Ucpulilican Publicity Assooiation: 

"You ask me, as one of those who nignvd the st-uleinent made 
by certain Senators on March 4th, to the effect that the eLague cove- 
nants as then drafted should not be accepted, whether in my judg- 
ment the present Leafjue ion ciiiints shoiihl lie accepted by the Unit- 
ed States; and, second, whether consideration of the covenants by 
the Senate shotdd be separated from the consideration of the IVao- 
Treaty and reserved for discussion after the Treaty itaelf has been 
considered. 

"Without any hesitation or mental reservation 1 will say that, 
in my judgment, the proposed League covenants should never be 
accepted by the United States. On Monday, June 30th, I expressed 
myself fully in tlie Scnalc of tho I'nil. il States upon this suliject. 

"I am perfectly willing, if u majority o£ my fellow citizens so 
deaire, to have the United States enter a League or parliament for 
the discussion of international (tiicslions. 

"I am perfectly willing to enter into an iuternutional agreement 
for codifying as nearly as possible international law and 1 would be 
willing even to create* a great international court for passing upon 
international law questions. 

"The questions naturally to be eonsiili icd lnr llie eodilieat ion 
of international law, of course, us any international lawyer knows, 
would be the arrangement in written form of the natural, necessary, 
voluntary laws of nations wliicii have always been reco^'nize'd in 
times of peace and expected to he enforced in times of war, together 
with such international agreements as have been entered into at the 
Hague and other meetings of this kind. 

"Further than this, we mi^lit enter into a league, as I havo 
suggested, for the purpose of iliseussing various questions ariKinjr 
under international law, as it exists, or as it might be coditied, anil 
we might agree to submit any questions of disputa between ourselves 
end any other nation to a emirt for decision under the rules of in- 
ternational law; and we might agree to submit any other questions 
in dispfite between ourselves and any other nation to the decision of 
such court, reserving always, of'course the American policy of self- 
defense for our own determinatiofi as oeeasion arises and insisting 
upon recognition of the fact that the Monroe Doctrine is a declaration 
of i^uch right and that in ita apj)lieation to this hemisphere our in- 
terpretation of it will never he questionod Jjy any other nation with 
which we ai-e associated in iiiiy such Iea(,'n.' or pai'lianu iit. 

"The American doctrine means self-defense — the doctrine of the 
United States — and when we allow it to be brought in question or 
challpnf»ed, we i'eser\e to ourselvi-s tli,. rlirlil to a<'t exactly as W(/ 
please and iniliaiiipcred ii\ any nbli •rut ions or agreements with any 
ether nation whatsoverc, either as to the interpretation or applica- 
tion of the I'oetrine when oeeasion arises. 

Our entry into the present League deprives us of the right of na- 
tional self-defense, which is .iiisl as sacred lo a nation as is the right 
of perponal self-defense to an individual and more so. Yet individual 
right of self-defense may be offered in excuse or justification in any 
court in any ei\ ilized country, where the charge even is the taking 
of human life. 

"If we enter this League, no such defense could be made if wo, 

in what we believed to be necessary self-defense a'/aiiist sudden and 
unprovoked attack, used our own means in our own way to prevent 
Ot epel such an attack, but would be eoinpelled to await the action 
and approval of other nations not in accord with us in religion, poli- 
tical- theory, or form of government, alien to us in race and pre- 
judiced against us, as is practically all the wrld today."

UKAL«NPeiiA1WN 

Wew Plan For Operation of 16 War*. 

houses ()\ui<>d by Old Hurley (dni- 
panjr May Be Adopted— Fac- 
terjr tale Oppeeel. 

Looae leaf tobaooo ^rarohouses own- 
ed by the Burley Tobacco Company at 
fifteen points In Kentucky will proba- 
bly be taken over by local corpora- 
tions organized by the stockholders at 
each of these points. It was said at a 
meeting of the board of directors of 
the company held at Lexington Tues- 
day. Such action does not mean I bat 
the Burley Company will pass uul of 
existence or be weakened, but merely 
that fifteen counties will organize Bur- 
ley companies, Instead of the one now 
doing business, it was pointed out. 

The various properties have been a 
success and profitable. It was said, but 
it Is the belief that separate local cor- 
porations can make greater profits, 
while their officers can devote their 
entire time to the business of their 
particular localities, where such com- 
panies will prove greater drawing 
powers for patronage. The prospects 
of the Burley Company were never 
brighter and the contemplated change 
Is expected to have a wholesome and 
beneficial effect, according to the 
board members. 

The board was called toi;eilier to 
confirm the sale of the factory plant 
at Louisville to R. J. Reynolds Com- 
pany on June 27. The sale was ap- 
proved, and the board directed that 
the deed be made to the purchasing 
company pursuant to the contract 
which was made through the executive 
committee. 

In discussing the future policy of 
the company with reference to the 
continuation of the various loose leaf 
warehouses, Clarence LeBus, presi- 
dent ot the company, 'said the move-
